The City Council met in regular Hes­ 
ston last night, with Mayor Hall, anc

Very little 
regularJbuKinesHjWas transacted at this 
meeting, but much was done with 
trivial matters which are of im port­ 
ance to the people of this city.

petition was read before 
the 
Council asking that the property own­ 
ers on north Main street be allowed to 
lay a tile ditch from BO feet east of 
Main street, down eleventh, until the 
Hodges branch is reached. 
Tile ditch 
is to bo I feet deepened IWX) feet long, 
and it is to be used only for surface 
and cellar drainage. This petition was 
signed by Pat Geraghty, Clias. Mauzy, 
Greely Mauzy, Norm Norris, and Ben 
MeFarlan. 
The request w*as granted 
upon the condition that IHM) bond 
shall be given in order that tho streets 
and other ditches should he left in 
same condition as found. 
Tho finance commmittee reported 
that the treasurer’s and sujieriuteud* 
©lit of Water aud Light plant is cor­ 
rect/am i then the m atter of increas­ 
ing the bond of treasurer Spivey was 
brought before the council. 
On mo­ 
tion of Mr. Caldwell, the treasurer’s 
bond was increased from I lo, OOO to 
$10,000. 
The city attorney was in­ 
structed by council to file suit to quiet 
title on a small lot west of tho J. M. 
& I. railroad, and which is in tile 
Smith and Carr addition to this city, 
City Attorney 
Morris then arose 
and gave the council a talk on dogs 
and dog tax. 
Ho said the State had 
given'the power^to municipal authori­ 
ties to leyv a tax on dogs, and that 
therefore Rushville could tax dgos to 
any 
amount required. 
He further­ 
more stated that it wits tho City M ar­ 
shal’s business to collect this dog tax, 
arid if the owner would not pay, a suit 
could be£filed against him and he can 
be’filled to the amount of five dollars 
The council then told the Clerk to in ­ 
struct the City Marshal to collect dog 
tax, and in order that this work might 
be carried ou£in a systematic manner. 
it w as decided to get a complete list of 
canines w ithin the city limits. 
The matter of hog jhuis within the 
city limits was brought up for discus­ 
sion, and the City Attorney was in­ 
structed to find out if the city had 
authority over the owners of hog pens, 
w hich were located at a short distance 
outside of the city line. 
11 OouucilmaufBrann then moved that 
the J. M. A* I. railroad company Is* 
ordered to plaee a flgaman at their 
crossing

street. 
Mr. 
Braun stated that when school was in 
session that nearly one third of t tie

buildings which cut off the view. 
The Oily Attorney was instructed 
to draft an ordinance to order tho 
rail rive I company to place a flagman 
at that i>oint.

(Main, Morgan and 
Harrison streets.

by the council to give the railroad 
companies orders fnot to run so fast 
through the city limits. Orders to this

Dugan Makes it Three Straight 


From the Reds in Six In* 


ning Game. 


Rushville won from 
Greensburg, 
Tuesday, bv a score of 4 to 2. 
This 
makes the third consecutive victory 
which the local team has won over 
Greensburg, and it is beginning to 
seem that Rushville has shaken off 
the old ' ‘ hoodoo” which had been 
placed upon lier by the Greensburg 
team. 
Only six innings of the game were 
played Tuesday, as 
the local team 
lost all of their rival's base-balls, and 
as the game could not be played with 
tennis balls, it was called off. Dugan 
and McClellan formed the battery for 
Rushville, and Falls and Hunch© did 
the slab work for Greensburg. 
The 
two teams played in this city this 
afternoon. 


The condition of Bort Mail who is 
sick with typhoid fever at Ilia home 
west of town is not improved. 


After hour* of unceasing efforts the 
three wrecking crews have at last suc­ 
ceeded in clearing away the wreckage 
in front of the Great Central depot in 
this city. 
It took twenty-four hours 
to haul off all the wreckage, and to 
put the tracks iuto a good 'condition 
again. 
The Great Central depot is being 
re]laired for temporary 
occupancy, 
aud it is thought that the railroad 
com]>any 
will 
soon 
build another 
station, although this matter has not 
yet been decided upon. 
About twenty 
men are now at work making these 
necessary repairs. 
The Pennsylvania engine was lifted 
from the wreck at about 4:30 o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon, and as the large 
crane lifted the ruined engine in the 
air. it struck the chimney of 
the 
depot and this 
was instantly torn 
down. 
Much excitement wa* caused 
for a time by this accident, as the 
brick from Hie chimney came near 
falling ujKin a crowd of eager sp <cta 
tors. 
T he work of rescuing 
Hie Great 
Central’s engine from the wrin'k was 
very difficult but the wrecking crews 
finally m an ag ed to get it on trucks at 
J about 
ll o'clock 
Tuesday 
night. 
J Chains were attached Ic the engine, 
hut when pulled ujmiu the wrecking 
engine, they would break into many 
pieces, 
Ropes were then fused to do 
this work but they were not strong 
enough to stand the strain. The brick 
platform in front of the railroad sta 
lion w"a* almost 
destroyed by the 
clash, and this will be repaired as 
soon as the 
m aterial arrives. 
The 
switches 
and rails near the front 
where the accident oeeured were badly 
damaged, but these were replaced by 
new material this morning. 
Claim agent Fox, of the Great Cen­ 
tral railroad company, is in til is city 
today looking into tile wreck and bl­ 
eating those who were injured. 
He 
says that an inquiry as to the caum* of 
tfie wreck w iii probably begin tomor­ 
row af Indiana)Hills. 
The blame has 
not yet been fixed, aud lie says that 
he does not know what hi* road w ill 
do a hon! a new depot. 
It is yet a question of dispute a* to 
whether or 
not 
the Pennsylvania 
freight stopped before lunching Hie 
Great Central's crossing. The men on 
the Pennsylvania tram say that a stop 
was made according to the law, but 
tlie statement is contradicted by eye 
wiIncases of th** wreck, 
It is known 
that nettlier railroad company was in 
the habit of stopping their trains at 
tm* point, anti if the Pennsylvania 
train did stop Tuesday morning, it 
wa* something unusual. 
A railroad man stated Tuesday even­ 
ing tliar the Great Central railroad 
company could not blame their en­ 
gineer for the wreck, as lie said he 
was acquainted w ith the circum stan­ 
ces under which the Great Central 
engineer had to work. 
He said that 
the railroad company had very strict 
railroad crossing rules, but Bm further 
stated that if one of their engineers 
was very often late, that he would 
lose his position. 
It is known that 
the Great Central has a very fast sched­ 
ule, and to mak*» the required time, an 
engineer 
cannot obey the 
crossing 
rules of this railroad. 
This railroad 
man said that he did not think that 
the engineers were expected to obey 
these rules, but when an accident like 
the erne Tuesday occurs, the company 
blames the engineer for it. 
It is not 
known how true these statemets are, 
but many people say that they bro 
facts. 
No one was killed in the wreck, and 
no one was seriously 
injured, 
a1 
though the wreck placed much peril 
over the passengers and trainmen for 
a time. Traffic upon tile two railroad* 
ha* again been resumed, and tin* scene 
ai til® w reck has again taken a cairn 
appearance, excepting that work which 
is Im;ing carried on upon the damaged 
depot.

Dr. Gu iteras w*as thorou ghly 
pleased with the resu lts of his inspec­ 
tion and expects to see here u niversal 
acceptance of the mosq u ito theory at 
the end of the present campaign. 
The situ ation shows an improve­ 
ment both as to new cases and deaths, 
considering the totals of last week , 
and while the marine hospital officials 
are u nwilling to be q u oted now, they 
are k nown to entertain most hopefu l 
views.
